jority of more than "500 'of the 615 
.seats.'of.the house of commons, the 
prime minister began today a series 
of conferences with King 
George 


, and with.his cabinet." to lay 
the 
groundwork for the rehabilitation 
program ••which is to be presented to 
parliament early next month. 
1 The British press, adding its voice 


to that of Mr. MacDonald and Stan- 
ley Baldwin, Conservative leader, 
cautioned the country to remember 
the victory was'.a triumph of the 
national government and not of any 
party, in spite of the fact that the 
Conservatives -will occupy nearly 
five-sixths .of the seats in the new 
•parliament; 


The , predominance of-Conserva- 


tives led -to the expectation that a 
demand for a full-blooded protection 
policy -would be the first trouble en- 
countered by MacDonald. 
He is 
pledged'not to impose protection un- 
til it has been fully investigated and 
scientific legislation has been .pre- 
pared.

Other Big Issues 


" Other-measures which are expect- 
ed to make up •«' principal ^art of 


. the .new governments • program are 
'• stabilization of the pound, negotia- 
tions If or a review of world:war debts 
and correcting the British adverse 
trade; balance". 


".These enormous majorities," said 


the London' Times, which supported 
the national government, this morn- 
Ing, "do not mean that the people 
voted tol'indly anti-Labor, or anti-free 
trade or antl any of the minor is- 
sues of politics. There should be no 
crowing, either in general or over 
Individuals, but only sober satisfac- 
tion that the caliber of British de- 
mocracy has been shown so unmis- 
takably to the low opinion formed of 
it by the defeated." 


Besides his conference with the 


king today the prime minister was to 
preside over the 
cabinet meeting 


which Is the first 
of a series of 


meetings to be held during the next 
few days to draft the speech which 
King George will read 
from 
the 


throne when the new parliament is 
opened with full state ceremonial on 
Nov. 10. 
The reconstruction of the cabinet 


will occupy much of Mr. MacDon 
aid's time between now and then. Al- 
though the appointments are in his 
own . hands many consultations will 
be necessary. The general belief Is 
that the abbreviated emergency cab- 
inet, formed in August, will be con- 
siderably enlarged. 


There was much speculation, es- 


pecially, about who "would succeed 
Philip Snowden as chancellor of the 
exchequer. Snowden is expected to 
receive a peerage and a seat in the 
house of lords, but it was believed he 
will also hold a place in the ex- 
panded cabinet. 


The choice for his place 'at the 


head of the exchequer is supposed to 
lie between Neville Chamberlain,

BUYS SITE FOR 
NEW ICE PLANT 


Appleton Firm Proposes to 


Manufacture Ice With- 


in Half Year 


Construction of a modern ice man- 


ufacturing- plant, with elimination of 
its cutting of natural ice from the 
Fox river and Lake Winnebago, is 
contemplated by the Lutz Ice Co., 
according- to an 
announcement of 


company officials this morning-. 


The proposed plant will be con- 


structed at the northeast corner of 
N. Superior and W. Franklin-sts, the 
site of the old Wisconsin Malt and 
Grain company. This property was 
acquired by the Lutz Ice Co., yester- 
day in a, deal . completed with the 
First Trust Co. 
The property was 


held by the Ramsay estate. 
The 


amount involved was not disclosed. 


Several years ago the buildings of 


the old malt company, which had op- 
erated for many years In Appleton 
were wrecked and the materials -were 
sold. The property has been 
idle 


since that time. The* malt company 
•went out of business shortly after 
prohibition was established. 


Should the plans of the Lutz Ice 


company plans mature, officials said 
work on the new ice.plant would be 
started within a month. It is hoped 
that enough progress could be made 
on the new building to permit work 
to be continued all winter. 
Present 


plans call for completion of the new 
structure In time to manufacture ice 
for distribution next summer. 


Would Move Offtees 


- The employes required by the com- 
pany to operate the new plant would 
be approximately the same as is 
needed, now to distribute natural ice. 
At the present time the company en- 
gages about. 25 men. Its offices are 
located at 109 N. Morrison-st. 
Of- 


fices of the company. If the" new 
building1 is constructed, will be mov- 
ed, to the hew structure. •. 


Discontinuing- the 
cutting of na- 
tural ice would mean that some 50 
or 60 men, who are given several 
weeks of "employment at the-task 
during winter months, 
would no 


longer be required. The officials said 
that,' If 'plans are completed for the 
new; plant that its ice cutting'activi- 
ties would be curtailed this winter 
and only enough ice would be cut to 
care for the trade until the- time' the 
new plant is ready. .The Lutz Ice Co. 
which has been In business In Ap- 
pleton for 50 years, was founded by 
L. W. and E. F. Lutz. In 1D21 the 
company was incorporated and the 
control passed into the hands of 
stockholders.

The property acquired by the Lutz 


company extends from Franklin-st 
to the

Railroad tracks at the north. It is 
135 feet deep, ending on an 
alley.

The reser/e, Mr. Ohl contended, 


would be In no sense a dole. 
It 


would be similar, he said, to sur- 
pluses which Industries accumulate 
to meet dividend requirements iri 
periods of depression. 


"One Wisconsin corporation has 


a surplus of $34,000,000, and from 
this sum it continued to pay divi- 
dends and salaries of executives," 
Mr. Ohl said. "But that same com- 
pany discharged 3,000 workers. It 
it too much to ask for a surplus for 
employes 
to prevent 
children of 


workmen from going hungry and 
lightly clad when officers and stock- 
holders of corporations are doing so 
well?" 


Mr. Ohl made a plea for closer co- 


operation of farmers and laborers. 
Farm women, he said, should be 
educated 
to recognize 
labels 
of 


manufacturers fair to labor, and to 
patronize 
such 
manufacturers. 


Similarly, farm products should be 
so labeled that 
wives of 
factory 


workers may know what they are 
buying in groceries. 


An equity member interrupted Mr. 


Ohl to say that -wives of 
factory 


workers should refuse to buy sub- 
stitutes for lard and butter, adult- 
erated ice cream and canned milk. 


Committees 
representing 
labor 


and the equity will meet to work 
out plans for closer cooperation be- 
tween the groups.

if so, •whether he should be hanged 
or imprisoned for life. 


The defense 
re-enacted

from Hubert's brief life, emphasiz- 
ing unhappiness at home, where his 
parents, one of them insane, quar- 
reled frequently.

Edison left the bulk of his estate to 
the two sons of his second marriage, 
leaving it largely to them to decide 
how much the older children coulu 
have and how soon they could get it. 
He provided for his wife before he 


• died and so left her nothing: In the 
will filed today. The value of the 
estate was not mentioned in the will. 


Not only were Charles Edison and 


Theodore Edison, sons of the inven- 
tor and the widow, named as execu- 
tors but they were also made resi- 
duary legatees with full power to 
distribute the residue among them- 
selves and their half brothers and 
sisters whenever they deem wise 
and In such proportion as they think 
best. 


The will spoke of the widow as 


"my dear wife" and explained that 
no provision was made for her in 
the will because Edison had settled 
sufficient property on her while he 
lived. 


Division of Estate 


The inventor left all his shares of 


capital stock in Thomas A. Edison 
Industries, 
Inc., to 
Charles 
and 


Theodore. His railroad and govern- 
ment and first mortgage bonds in 
the Edison Portland Cement com- 
pany are left to the sis children for 
equal division, but other securities 
are left to the children In the pro- 
portion of 40 per cent 
each 
for 


Charles and Theodore and 5 per cent 
each to the children 
of tho 
first 


marriage. 


The four children of the first mar- 


riage 
are 
Mrs. 
Marian 
Osier. 


Thomas. A. Edison, Jr., Mrs. John 
Eyre Sloane, and "William I/. Ecll- 
SOTl. 


The will was dated Feb. 1, 192S, 


and there was a.codicil dated July 
30, 1331, just before tho first ser- 
ious attack 
of the 
illness 
from 


which Edison never recovered., 


The codicil was necessitated by 


reorganization of tho business for- 
merly conducted 
by the 
Edison 


Portland Cement 
company. 
The 


codicil bequeathed preferred capita] 
stock to the two younger children 
and small percentages of certain 
debenture notes to the others. 


Charles Edison said shortly after 


the will was filed that tho Thomas 
A. Edison Industries, Inc., has a 
surplus 
of $7,000,000. 
Unofficially, 


however, it was stated tho corpora- 
tion in its entirety is valued at ap- 
proximately $12,000,000. 


Although no1: stipulated 
in the 


will itself, 
the Edison 
estate at 


Llewelyn Park, on the outskirts of 
West Orango, N. J,, was left by the 
inventor to his wife. 
It consists of 


13 acres of 
beautiful 
countryside 


and Is valued at upwards of $200,- 
000.

Existence Of New Giant 


Planet Forecast By Prof 


New Yoek—C<f%-Prediction 
of a 


new. «lant planet lylnjr far outside 
the present limit* of the solar sys- 
tem wa» received today from Prof, 
wmiam H. Pickering, International- 
ly known astronomer at the Mande- 
ville, Jamaica private observatory. 


He !* one of the two astronomers 


who predicted the existence and posi- 
tion of Pluto, the new "Planet X." 
discovered two years ago. He calls 
the new. unknown planet P. 


This planet 
he estimates as the 


third most massive of the sun's fam- 
ily, surpassed only by mighty Jupi- 
ter which Is about twice Its size, and 
ringed Saturn. 
His computations 


show its diameter at 44,000 miles, 
more than five times 
that of the 


earth. 
Its distance from the sun appears 


to range from 5,000 million miles to 
9,000 million, or 55 to 95 times the 
earth's distance. ' 


Its elliptical orbit accounts for the 


variations In/distance. 


Planet P takes a computed 656 


years to maKe one circuit around the 
sun. It is so big Professor Pickering 
says that when telescopes locate the 
planet it •will show a clearly defined 
disc. Pluto, about the earth's size, 
and but:half as far from the sun as 
the calculated position of Planet P, 


shows only a» a, point of Hint even 
In the world's largest telescope. 


The evidence of this massive un- 


known world Is the present peculiar 
action of the planet Uranus, one of 
the outer members of the solar sys- 
tem. Uranus, 
in astronomical lan- 


guage, Is "perturbed." 
This means 


that Uranus is displaced 
from its 


proper orbit. The 
displacement is 


due, in Professor Pickering's calcu- 
lations, to the giant 
planet, and 


shows its size and position. 


The planet Neptune, which circles 


the sun farther out than Uranus, is 
too far away from Planet P at pres- 
ent to be displaced by it. teut Dr. 
Pickering says Neptune too will be 
in position to be "perturbed" in the 
year 2040. 


Other gravitation 
clews to the 


giant P are found in the orbits of 16 
comets. These all belong tv a single 
group, which Dr. Pickering says was 
brought together by the 
action of 


planet P In "capturing" them. This 
means that the 
unknown planet 


holds a dominant gravitation pull 
over them during their outer flights 
far from the sun. He estimates that 
these comets require on the average 
about 480 years to 
make one trip 


around their elongated orbits.

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FARMERS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Seven hundred delegates at'a farm- 


ers' get-together conference at Shawa- 
no recently adopted resolutions to the 
general effect that "industry should 
more nearly pay its own unemploy- 
ment costs," instead of "shifting this 
whole burden to the taxpayers," and 
that if wage earners only had steadier 
jobs and therefore a heavier purchas- 
ing power "there would be a better 
demand and a. better price for farm 
products." 


All of this was preliminary to a reso- 


lution urging "the coming special ses- 
sion of the legislature to enact an un- 
employment reserve law, providing for 
compensation to laid-off employes." 


Now it takes no graduate of a de- 


tectives' college to see that this con- 
ference was politically handled. How 
did it know that "the coming special 
session of the legislature" was to be 
empowered by the governor with the 
right to consider unemployment insur- 
ance, without which authority no such 
bill could be introduced ? 


It is also signifies tit, that the farm- 


ers, who are not easily moved by flam- 
ing oratory, would only pass the reso- 
lution on the condition "that under no 
circumstances should a tax on proper- 
ty be levied to support the unemploy- 
ment reserve fund set-up." 


In other words, the farmers voted 


to help donate someone else's money 
to a proposition that might indirectly 
help them and wouldn't cost them any- 
thing. Resolutions offered upon that 
basis and with such an inducement are 
likely to be passed without much re- 
gard to their merits. 


There should not be any haste to 


turn thumbs down on any unemploy- 
ment insurance matter. The matter is 
much too serious to be lightly cast 
aside. Rather, should there be an in- 
tense desire to examine each proposed 
matter carefully in the hope that it 
may be found meritorious and practi- 
cal. 


But these farmers who were induced 


to pass this resolution, what do they 
know about the proposed "unemploy- 
ment reserve law"? What unemploy- 
ment reserve law was intended ? What 
are its features? What its provisions? 
What the principle upon which it is 
based? 


Although Assemblyman G r o v e s 


spoke of the passage of the resolution 
by the farmers "as of tremendous sig- 
nificance"' we do not think it is half 
as significant as the terms of the pro- 
posed bill. 


If we are to have unemployment in- 


surance worthy of the name it will have 
to be paid from funds earned, then 
saved and next soundly invested. To 
follow any other principle is merely 
to blow soap bubbles. 


A COLD WEATHER DANGER 
With the approach of cold weather 


comes the desire to again warn the mo- 
toring public against a seasonal dan- 
ger which takes an annual toll of many 
lives. It is the ever-present deadly 
monoxide gas of a motor's exhaust. 


This peril appears each year just as 


soon as it gets cold enough to tempt 
the motorist to start his engine be- 
fore opening the garage doors. 


Public discussion of the subject has 


been so general and so many warnings 
broadcast that everyone by this time 


' should know that exhaust gases are 


poisonous. Yet" news items are con- 
tinually appearing citing fatalities from 
this cause. There will be more as the 
weather gets colder. 


Carelessness, not ignorance, is gen- 


erally the cause of these accidents, The 
victim does not think the fumes will 
take effect quickly, yet the gas is so 
insidious, so powerful and so quick 
in actiort that he is soon beyond help 
and before realizing his danger. 


There is only one safe rule: Never 


•tart the motor, even momentarily, 
without opening the garage doors, and 
always stop the engine before closing 


THE ENGLISH ELECTIONS 
What does the sweeping conserva- 


tive victory in England, the most com- 
plete in a century, mean in the matter 
of our own approaching national elec- 
tion? 


It means that the Nordic peoples, us- 


ing that term in a broad sweep cover- 
ing all those who coolly reason and 
settle their problems of life and of 
government without violent fits of pas- 
sion which accomplish nothing, are 
thinking and thinking fairly and deep- 
ly.

People are thinking a. great deal bet- 


ter than some of the men groveling in 
the dust for their votes. 


They are thinking a great deal fairer 


than those who criticise them. 


Labor governments have had a dif- 


ficult time of it, sometimes because of 
unfit leaders and a failure to realize 
that'no one can make a dollar go fur- 
ther than its value and that when un- 
just and inconsiderate burdens are 
thrown any place just to get rid of 
them there will come a time of reckon- 
ing, but have also produced some of 
the truly great figures in leadership of 
the century. 


President Hoover will probably 


take heart, expecting a similar approv- 
al here for conservative' policies. But 
of course the situation is quite differ- 
ent. For 12 years, whatever the party 
in power, England has been going the 
liberal way. During the same period 
of time no administration at Wash- 
ington could not be classed as liberal. 


The English may have thought they 


had journeyed far enough in one di- 
rection and that it was time to try an- 
other course. If that sort of reason- 
ing is applied here-Mr. Hoover's days 
are numbered. 


Moreover the leaders of the national 


government in England, Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and Stanley Baldwin, are both 
men of immense personal popularity. 
Their efforts at executing affairs of 
government have always received, if 
not the plaudits, at least the sympa- 
thy of the multitude. 


There is a vast difference between 


the attitude which blames a govern- 
ment, and the one that, though disap- 
pointed, feels the government did its 
best. One of course is hostility, the 
other friendliness. And the personal 
element is considerable.

Man in his daring explora- 
tion efforts has pretty well combed the 
surface of the earth so only a few black 
spots are left. 


Those who feel there are no new ad- 


ventures under the sun, or like Alex- 
ander the Great, lonesome without 
more worlds to conquer, forget the 
boundless possibilities of the sea. 


Off the coast of Brest, France, a 


sea romance has been under way for 
months, the attempt of the Italian sal- 
vage ship Artiglio to recover five mil- 
lion dollars in gold bullion from the 
sunken ship Egypt, lying in four hun- 
dred feet of water. That depth is about 
the limit at which modern divers can 
now operate.

All boys and most of the girls, try

It makes them feel as 
though inches and pounds had been 
added to their pprsons. The one who 
holds back is hooted. 
He is called 
names. He is made to feel he is less 
than his group until.he lights up 
with the rest. 


When you find a package of ci- 
garettes In a boy's belongings you 
need not feel that/the bottom has 
dropped out of the world. It hasn't. 
The lad has encountered an every- 
day experiences and is applying it. 
Instead of flying into a rage, or 
weeping hysterically, talk to the boy. 
Tell him that it isnt time for him to 
smoke yet. He wouldn't hand a baby 
a bit of roquefort cheese and a 
pickle. Grownups can eat them if 
they wish because their bodies are 
seasoned. The baby can wait for that 
time for his pickles and cheese. 
Father's body Is matured and sea- 
soned. If he wishes to smoke he can. 
"When son's body is like his father's 
he can do as he pleases about smok- 
ing.

move the hairs, one at a time, with 
an electric needle. 
Be sure 
that 


he removes the root and doesn't 
just break the hair off in the m.d- 
dle. 
In case the 
hairs on your 


chin or lip are simply "fuzz," you 
can bleach them so that they -won't 
show. 
There are any number of 


preparations 
on 
the market 
for 


bleaching and almost every one of 
them is effective. 


Depilatories 
have 
vastly im- 


proved in the last few years. They 
are no longer difficult to use and 
their odors are not 
so 
offensive. 


There are pastes, powders, liquids 
and wax. Choose one which is easv 
to use and which 
does not irritate 


your skin. 
Most 
everyone needs 


to use a depilatory under the arms 
once a 
week. 
Superfluous 
hair 


is most 
unsightly 
and- you can't 


expect to look your best in an eve- 
ning- dress if any of it shows. 


Paste depilatory is 
spread on 


with 
a 
wooden 
spatula 
which 


comes in the package. 
Don't 
rub 


the skin when you apply it. 
Let 


the paste dry and then remove it 
with a soft cloth and warm water 
If you prefer, you can gently scrape 
it off with the same spatula. 


Powder depilatories 
are 
moist- 


ened with warm water and 
then 


applied in the same manner as the 
paste. 


Liquids should be applied 
with 


a piece of clean cotton. 
Allow it 


to remain a few minutes and then 
wash the hair off with water. 


The use of wax as a depilatory 


is rather a painful operation. 
Ton 


melt it and then spread it on with 
'the back of a spoon. Leave a fev\ 
little 
cracks 
hero 
and 
there 


throug-h the wax so that you will 
be able to take the edges between 
your thumb and 
forefinger 
-nhen 


you pull it off. When the wax has 
hardened, grasp the edges and pull 
it off 
in the 
opposite 
direction 


from 
which the 
hair naturally 


grows. The use of wax is not a 
permanent 
cure 
for 
superfluous 


hair, but it will keep it from grow- 
ing- as fast and you don't need to 
use it nearly as often as you do 
the other depilatories. 


Many people prefer 
to use 
n. 


razor. 
However, you must be ev- 


tremely careful not to cut 
j out - 


self and you should apply an anti 
septic immediately afterward. 


In using all depilatories be sure 


that the surface 
is 
clean 
before 


you start and that you use a touch 
of cold cream and a. talcum pon- 
der when you have finished.

Reduction of Armed Forces 


Won't End Wars, Col. 


Roy Farrand Holds 


"With all Europe on armed camp, 
with potential enemies brought thou- 
sands of miles nearer our shores by 
the increase in transportation fac- 
ilities, and with the United States 
holding a. position In the world that 
makes it peculiarly the object of 
envy and greed and misunderstanding 
what is posterity going to think of 
us of we fail them by placing our cte. 
pendence upon leagues and treaties 
and throw into discard that clause 
of the preamble ot the Constitution 
which enjoins us to provide for the 
national defense? "questioned Col- 
onel Roy F. Farrand, president of 
St. John Military academy at Dela- 
field, in his address, "Why Disarm?" 
at the seventy-first anniversary din- 
ner of the Episcopal church Wed- 
nesday evening. 


Dispelling any erroneous impres- 


sion that he might be making a brief 
for war, the former Wisconsin com- 
mander of the American Legion de- 
clared that war can be ended no 
more by disarmament than the Chi- 
cago gangs can be brought into har- 
mony by depriving tnem of their 
machine guns. 


"You can no more end war by re- 
ducing our armed forces than you 
can end fires 
by cutting down 
your fire department," he asserted. 


With the statement 
that down 


through tht age, since 412 B. C., 
there has been written in flaming let- 
ters across the pages of history tne 
fact that the nation which no longer 
is able to protect itself from attack 
or invasion will surely fall, he point- 
ed out the two periods in a cyc» of 
history when one hears much talk 
against a proper preparation for na- 
tional defense. 


Mentions Two Periods 


One, 
he said, Is immediately after 


3. devastating war, when people's 
hearts are sick with the horror of 
what they have so recently exper- 
ienced and when they are ready to 
follow any chimera that will promise 
to lead them away from the danger 
of a repetition of that 
experience. 
The second is when tne generation 
•which has experienced the war ha* 
passed away, and the succeeding: 
generation, lulled by the false sense 
of security which years of peace 
have engendered, is unable to realize 
the possibility of war, or to appreci- 
ate the terrible suddenness with 
which It can spring upon them. It 
was this latter situation which pre- 
vailed in this country prior to 1917, 
he stated, and the former which ex- 
ists now. 


He spoks of eras in history when 
this statement was proved, of the 
period following- the Crimean war 
and the European wars which suc- 
ceeded it, and of the conditions and 
attitudes of mind that existed in 
1914. 


"I think there is no more logical 


conclusion than that If England had 
been prepared there would have been 
no World War in 1014," he said. "Cer- 
tainly if England in that year had 
been able to throw millions of train, 
ed and munitioned men into Belgium 
as she did In 1916, there never would 
have occurred that pitiful and heroic 
retreat from Mons, that stretched 
line of trenches from the North Sea 
to the Swiss border, that horror of 
unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare. 
There never would have been a de- 
claration of war between the United 
States and the Central Powers. 


Roosevelt's Advice 
"If we had listened to the coun- 


cil of Theodore Roosevelt had had an 
efficient army to back up an effi- 
cient naval force. It never would 
have been necessary to sacrifice al- 
most a quarter of a million men in 
killed and wounded, and untold bil- 
lions of capital, to convince the en- 
emy that wo were arter all a power 
to be reckoned with." 


And today, he said, with unrest 


in Europe, conditions as they are in 
China and Japan, India aroused by 
its waking struggles, America thinks 
it sees a glimpse of tne flawn of an 
era of peace, and sincere men and 
women are so bedazzled by the con- 
templation of such a possibly that 
they are Wind to facts and deaf to 
logic. 


Applauding treaties but warning 
against tog much faith in them. Col. 
Farrand said that he is In sympathy 
with every reasonable device that 
has been thus far suggested to pro- 
mote peaceful adjustment of dispute 
between nations He saw no reason 
why, 
-Kith satisfactory reservations, 


the Uiiitc.l States should not have 
entered the Keaguo of Nations, or 
the World Courf, and he lauded the 
Jvellcgs treaties 


"I see no reason, however, why 


we should enter upon such experi- 
ments at the expense of the only pro- 
ven method of preserving our integ- 
rity—prcpor military preparedness, ' 
he remarked Until the emergency 
arises it 10 difficult to s=ay if these 
treaties v,i 1 ncu-k, and I think there 
is a danger that they may lull us 
into a 1also sense of security." 


Tr&iliss Are Violated 


Reminding his listeners that trea- 


ties, in the pa«t have been violated, 
thai in 1014 Belgium was protected 
by a solemn ti eaty, the speaker re- 
ferred to the Kcl oss treaties as "a 
noble experiment, 
like the 
Eigh- 


teenth amendment." 


"They arc like the aeronautical In- 


ventor who has such an abiding faith 
m his new model airplane that he :s 
willing to risk a trial flight without 
the customary parachute," he averr- 
ed. 


It was not Germany's prepared- 


ness that threxv her into war, but the 
false philosoph> of that country dur- 
ing two generations ho maintained. 
On the other hand he expressed the 
opinion 
that it was 
Switzerland's 


military system and universal mili- 
tary training and service that Kept 
Germany from attempting to enter 
tbejittle republic. 


He exploded the theory that mili- 


tary training promotes the war spir- 
it, declaring that after boys have 
been subjected to years of military 
training they get sort of "feel up" on 
it. becrusc the romance l.as been 
ta'tcn out of it, because It has been ' 
made so commonplace its power t6 i 
attract has been destroyed. 


"Do not forget, my friends, that 


war cornea it come* «»<Menly," 


he, warned. "It's «s logical to pre- 
pare for war after war h*» come, as 
it is to organize the fire department 
after your city Is in the clutches of 
fire. Do not forget that America's 
splendid showing in th« world waf 
would never have beeu possible, had 
not fortuitous circumstances fflven 
us strong allies to hold at a distance 
the trained armies of our enemies 
for more than 12 long month* after 
our entrance into the conflict, be- 
fore we were ready to place troops in 
the battle lines. It was 18 months be- 
fore we had a complete army In the 
field." U. 8. Unprepared Then 


He drew a picture of the lack of 


equipment and training when the 
United States entered the World war, 
concluding with, "If that if the price 
we paid when we were presumably 
armed, God pity us when we are die. 
armed, If our treaties fall!" 
In short speeches

which he is none too well informed. 


R. B. Wood, an official of the 


Adams County State bank, piaposed 
the organization of a board \vhtch 
could bfr tied xip with the securities 


division, and which would have to 
approve the bond 
investments of 


bjftiks. 
He suggested that the se- 


curities division be made a depart- 
ment separate, from the Public Ser- 
vice- commission. 


"The average country banker has 


had no experience investing in se- 
curities," 
Wood said, 
"and there 


have been high pressure salesmen out 
in the counties selling all kinds of 
bonds, good, bad and Indifferent." 


Another speaker, H. "SV. Bolens of 


Port Washington, formerly in the 
banking business, wanted to know 
why the banks "can't loan to the 
farmers Instead of buying bonds they 
know nothing about " 


He criticized the limits of 90-da> 


credit and Invited anybody in the 
room to give him a defimton of a 
"frozen asset" whch he, himself, do- 
scribed as merely a term that o-i- 
ginated with the federal banking de- 
partment and came to be applied to 
farm mortgages. 


Need Farm Mortgages 


"We were forced to get rid of our 


farm mortgages," 
he said. 
"\Ve 


bought government bonds and saw 
them go down to 8-1. while the good 
old farm mortgages of Ozuukee-co 
were paid 100 cents on tho dollar. 
When we get back to the point in 
this state where a bank can take 
a farm nioitjacte we'll get back to 
prosperity. Let's get away from this 
00-day stuff."

when we shift the players around 
to so many minor league organiza- 
tions. 
They take It easy because 


they expect to go back to major 
league clubs. 
I've 
gotten 
that 


kind of report about

than once. They try to tell me that 


if a player Is sent out to a minor 
league club to Improve he Is going 
to fight his head off there to show 
how good he Is. I tell you they 
don't do anything of the kind. They 
think they- are settled for the next 
year or two and they aren't going 
to get sore arms or broken bones 
when they have a prospect of get- 
ting back to the Chicago club.

His inventions had Jarought him 
returns sufficient to make it possi- 
ble for him to forget about money—- 
which he did easily, as he plunged 
into his 
lifetime agenda

solved problems. Old John Kruesi, a 
faithful German and a good techni- 
cian, was his assistant. Edison liked 
to fool with toys and would chuckle 
happily over some ingenious little 
rig. 


Old John used to frown at this at 


first, disapproving of such foolish- 
ness, but soon he learned that some 
of Edison's greatest 
inspirations 


came from just such trifling. 
He 


was never tensed, never wrought 
up when he was incubating an idea. 
Some of his best "hunches" came 
from "just monkeying around." Old 
John had occasion to remember one 
day when he watched his chief blow- 
ing through a little toy megaphone 
and sending a tiny figure scurrying 
around a circuit. In fact, the whole 
world might well mark .this day.

Madison — "Sinus trouble" is a 


very old disease that attracts wide- 
spread Interest because of its new 
name and hew methods of treat- 
ment. Many years ago the ache or 
pain in the forehead and cheeks was 
considered one of the

"common • cold.'" 


Today these same symptoms are 
called "sinus troubles." Annually 
at this season of the year, changes 
In climate seem to be .conducive to 
the disease among many Wiscon- 
sin, people.

"Presumably, statistics compiled 


on the number of cases of sinusitis 
for the past ten years would show 
an enormous increase) over those of 
previous decades," declares the Edu- 
cational Committee 
of the .State 


Medical Society in a bulletin issued 
today. 
"Two reasons account for 
this: first, the more careful record- 
ing and reporting of morbid ^condi- 
tions; second, the-fact that-unques- 
tionably, sinusitis is. correctly diag- 
nosed many more times than 'was 
true even a.short time ago. Two 
important aids In diagnosing this 
condition, the X-ray and transillu- 
minatlon, are. comparatively recent; 
more recent.. still;.!is .the great ad- 
vance-in their technique. 


"Sinusitis is usually due to.infec- 


tion, directly from the ordinary cold, 
or from secondary infection of ac- 
cumulations of mucous in'the var- 
ious sinuses. Two sets of sinuses 
are most commonly affected; 
the 


frontal, lying directly behind the 
eye-brows, and the auxiliary, which 
ar* in the cheek bone*. 
If the 


drainage channels becom* blocked 
from congested mucous membrane 
in the nose,. enlarged turbinat« 
bones, or the middle partition of the 
nose, the mucous i» retained in .the 
sinuses and may' easily' become'; in- 
fected from the nasal bacteria. -At 
times, headaches and eye disturb- 
ances simulating: true sinusitis may 
be due to pressure'from the accu-' 
mulated secretion. 


"In the alternating hot and. cold 
climate of th« greater part of the 
United States,, colds are prevalent, 
large numbers of .individuals have 
faulty nares structurally; for ex- 
ample, high nasal 'fliiors, 
deviated 


septa, spurs, arid enlarged 
turbl- 


nates, many of these due .to injuries' 
received during childhood, and in 
sports. Either of these factors,- or 
both, a cold and a, faulty" nose, ac- 
count ; for i most of the cases of 
sinusitis. 
; Theoretically, .sinusitis 


might be .avoided tif. all colds were 
prevented; and; alii nasal passages 
free and unobstructed. Practically, 
that Iff obviously impossible, so that, 
in a certain percentage of individ- 
uals at least, some sinusitis occurs. 
Much may be done to prevent sinus 
complication after a cold has start- 
ed.

"Acute 'sinusitis is appropriately 


treated by shrinking the nasal mem- 
branes to 'facilitate drainage; the 
use of suction apparatus for' the 
same reason, and—often irrigation* 
where the antrum is involved.

To meet a general demand for a 


machine of the kind. Ruben Bergen, 
route 1, has devised a hand distribu- 
tor 
of commercial fertilizers for 


checkru.vingr potatoes, corn, cabbage 
and vegetables. After testing his in- 
vention on his own crops and those 
of his neighbors with good results he 
has applied for a patent. He may ex- 
hibit his invention at the state po- 
tato growers' show this week at 
Rhinelander, 


Up to the present time growers 


have had no way of planting fertiliz- 
er on each side of hills of corn, po- 
tatoes and cabbage except with cul- 
tivator and planter attachments that 
were not always available, nd for 
this reason they will be much inter- 
ested in Mr. Bergen's machine. 


The new machine is constructed on 


the plan of the old-fashioned plunger 
hnnd corn planter, and the tank of 
planter is filled with fertilizer in- 
stead of corn. The planter Is provid- 
ed with two fertilizer 
planting 


points, wedge-shaped, with the dis- 
tance between them being about six 
inches. The points hare openings 
through which the fertilizer is do- 
posited on two sides of the hill. The 
forcing of the points into the ground 
releases the right amount of fertiliz- 
er from the tank and the fertiliser 
in two eqiml amounts frills Into tho 
opening made on both sides of the 
hill by the planter. While tha plan- 
ter is 
not 
much 
heavier 
nor 


more 
difficult to 
operate 
than 


a hand plunger it has a capac- 
ity of planting 250 pounds of com- 
mercial fcrtlllrer per nero. The daily 
planting capacity of the now ma- 
chine is about the same as that or 
hand plunder. 


Mr. Bergen tested his new mri- 


chlno on nix acres of his own pota- 
toes and on 40 n'"-es of his neighbors 
and found that it worked very satis- 
factorily in each case. He said that 
250 pounds of fertilizer plnntod as 
his machine plants It on each side of 
the hills Is as effective in raiding .a 
crop of corn as 700 pounds broad- 
casted or dropped along the rows. 
He also said thnt his machine opei'- 
ntecl by hand drops the 
fertilizers 


just where, it is available for the 
growing plants.
